Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1914.  The  Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  with  tables 
shewing  work  done,  is  incorporated. 

In  consequence  of  the  outbreak  of  War  the  number  of 
visitors  during  the  summer  holiday  season  was  somewhat 
restricted.  The  population  was  however  increased  during  the 
Autumn  by  the  formation  of  the  Southdown  Battalions,  part 
of  whom  were  billeted  in  the  Town  and  part  quartered  in  the 
Camp  formed  at  Cooden.  The  camp  and  billets  were  inspected 
by  the  Local  Government  Board  Inspector,  Dr.  St.  George  Mivart  _ 

The  Report  of  the  Meteorological  work  undertaken  by  the 
Department  is  appended.  During  the  year  the  Station  was 
inspected.  Inspection  and  comparison  with  those  issued  by  other 
resorts  is  invited. 

The  Water  Supply  has  maintained  a high  and  uniform 
standard  of  purity. 

The  compilation  of  this  Report  has  necessarily  been  delayed 
by  the  great  increase  of  work  caused  by  the  Sanitary  care  of  the 
troops  brought  into  the  town  for  training.  It  is  satisfactory  to 
be  able  to  note  that  during  the  autumn  months  the  sickness 
incidence  was  light  amongst  them.

The  area  of  the  District  is  8,013  acres.  There  are  521  acres  of 
foreshore,  and  11  acres  of  inland  water.  The  Borough  is  situated 
partly  on  the  sea  front  and  partly  on  gentle  slopes  rising  behind  to 
150  feet  above  sea  level.  It  is  thus  open  throughout  its  whole  extent 
to  the  sea  breezes  from  the  south  and  west  but  is  partly  protected 
on  the  north  and  east.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  North  Sea  and 
Channel  tides  meet  in  its  vicinity  the  climate  partakes  of  the 
advantages  of  the  winds  brought  by  both,  and  is  mild,  bracing,  and, 
from  the  number  of  open  spaces,  airy. 

There  are  no  manufactories  or  occupation  especially  injurious 
to  health. 

The  character  of  the  population  is  residential,  with  a relatively 
large  number  of  hotels  and  apartment  houses.  There  are  also  a 
number  of  private  preparatory  schools.  The  houses  inhabited  by 
the  working  classes  are  mostly  of  modern  date  and  have  plenty  of 
air  space  around  them,  but  in  consequence  of  the  relatively  high 
rentals,  often  more  than  one  family  inhabit  the  same  house  in  flats 
or  otherwise. 

During  the  autumn  months  the  establishment  of  a training 
camp  has  largely  increased  the  number  of  temporary  residents. 
The  estimated  population  for  the  middle  of  the  year,  reckoning  by 
the  number  of  occupied  houses,  shews  a decided  increase  over  1913 
and  works  out  at  16,454.  This  figure  was  arrived  at  without 
counting  temporary  army  residents. 

The  census  returns  of  1911,  taken  early  in  the  year,  gave  a 
population  of  15,330  including  6,065  males,  and  9,265  females,  and 
composed  of  3,314  families  or  separate  occupiers,  a larger  number 
than  that  ot  the  separate  houses  built  at  that  time. 

The  number  of  houses  erected  and  certified  as  fit  for  occupation 
during  the  year  was  71,  making  a total  of  3,513  houses. 

The  number  of  unoccupied  houses  shews  a decided  decrease.

The  gross  death  rate,  in  which  all  the  deaths  occurring  in  the 
Borough  are  estimated,  also  those  of  residents  who  have  died  outside 
the  district,  of  which  notice  is  now  sent  from  the  County  Medical 
Officer  = ii-oo  per  1,000. 

After  deducting  the  deaths  of  visitors  and  those  of  temporary 
residents  in  the  various  homes  and  including  those  residents  who 
have  died  out  of  the  district,  the  corrected  Death  Rate  = 9-48  per 
1,000.

Uncertified  Deaths. 

There  were  two  uncertified  deaths  during  the  year. 

The  cause  being  returned  as  follows: 

One  from  heart  disease  and  one  from  infantile  convulsions. 

The  Coroner  is  notified  in  those  cases  where  no  Medical 
Certificate  is  issued. 
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Infantile  Mortality. 

Infantile  Mortality  is  calculated  on  the  number  of  registered 
births,  and  in  this  connection  “ infants”  are  children  under  one  year 
of  age.  During  the  year  the  number  of  infant  deaths  in  the  district 
was  9 males  and  13  females. 

The  number  of  births  being  227,  this  gives  a rate  of  96-49  per 
1000.

The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  has  been  opened  by  the  East 
Sussex  County  Council  under  the  Tuberculosis  Officer,  who  has 
attended  at  the  East  Sussex  Hospital  at  Hastings  on  Wednesdays 
and  Saturdays.  Though  the  Dispensary  was  open  to  all  without 
restriction  to  insured  members  it  is  to  be  regretted  that  more  use 
was  not  made  of  it  as  a means  of  diagnosis.  This  may  be  due  in  a 
large  measure  to  distance  and  possibly  the  County  Council  may  be 
able  in  the  near  future  to  open  a branch  Dispensary  at  Bexhill. 

Tuberculosis  Order,  1913-14  (Animals). 

Two  cows  were  killed  under  this  order.  In  one  case,  in  June, 
with  the  Sanitary  Inspector  I visited  the  Kennels,  Little  Common, 
to  be  present  at  P.M.  Examination  of  a cow.  The  animal  was 
found  emaciated,  full  of  tubercle  and  to  be  condemned  as  unfit  for 
human  food. 

In  the  other  case  a cow  had  been  found  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  of  udder,  and  on  July  27th,  was  killed  in  the  presence 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself.  As  the  P.M.  showed 
extensive  tubercular  infiltration,  the  animal  was  condemned. 

In  each  case  compensation  was  paid 

On  August  6th,  probably  on  account  of  the  War,  the 
Tuberculosis  Order  of  1914  was  suspended. 
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Infectious  Diseases. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Prevention  Act,  1889,  and  Notification 
Act,  1890,  are  both  in  force  requiring  the  notification  of  Small 
Pox,  Cholera,  Diphtheria,  Membraneous  Croup,  Erysipelas, 
Scarlatina,  Scarlet  Fever,  and  the  following  fevers: — Typhus, 
Typhoid  or  Enteric,  Relapsing,  Continued,  or  Puerperal.  To  these 
Acute  Polio  Myelitis  and  Cerebro  Spinal  Fever  were  added  in  1912, 
and  Measles  and  Rotheln  in  1892. 

There  were  15  throat  swabs  sent  for  examination  for  the 
Diphtheria  ( Klebs  Loefftev)  Bacillus  at  the  expense  of  the  Council. 

7 were  sent  from  the  Hospital  to  establish  freedom  from 
infectivity  before  discharge,  3 proved  positive  and  4 
negative.  As  a routine  method,  swabs  are  sent  up  for 
examination  in  all  cases  of  suspected  Diphtheria  at  the 
Council’s  expense  in  necessitous  cases  before  notification. 

One  specimen  was  sent  up  for  examination  for  Typhoid  Fever, 
which  proved  negative. 

Six  bulbs  of  Antidiphtheria  Serum  have  been  supplied  by  the 
Corporation,  and  were  used  for  patients  at  the  Hospital  and 
elsewhere. 

During  the  year  438  cases  of  Notifiable  Diseases  were  notified 
at  a cost  of  jQ 52  15s.  6d.

Scarlet  Fever. 

There  were  23  cases  notified  during  the  year,  21  of  which  were 
removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  Ten  of  these  came  from  Nazareth 
House,  the  patients  from  their  past  history  being  of  a weakly  type 
with  low  power  of  resisting  infection.  During  the  early  stages  of 
the  outbreak  there,  in  order  to  secure  proper  control,  the  Committee 
engaged  the  services  of  a trained  nurse  to  look  after  cases  under 
observation  there.  Great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting  hold 
of  and  isolating  carriers. 

Two  of  these  cases  were  visitors  who  came  here  having  con- 
tracted the  disease  elsewhere  as  it  broke  out  immediately  after 
arrival.  One  case  was  traced  to  a visitor  who  came  down  with  the 
disease  unrecognised  and  gave  it  to  a resident. 

The  Elementary  Schools  were  not  attacked  to  the  same  extent 
as  in  previous  years,  seven  cases  having  been  notified.  These  were 
mostly  confined  to  the  district  facing  the  Down  Schools,  i.e.  Little 
Common  and  Salisbury  Roads. 

One  case  was  reported  from  a private  school  which  was  probably 
imported  from  outside. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  this  disease. 

Diphtheria. 

Seven  cases  were  notified  of  which  four  were  removed  to  the 
Hospital  where  they  were  treated  with  antitoxin  injections  and 
recovered. 

Two  children  for  whom  Medical  Assistance  was  procured  at  too 
late  a stage  were  found  to  be  too  bad  for  removal  and  died  at  their 
homes.  In  each  case  the  Certificate  of  Notification  was  received 
after  death, 
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One  boy  was  notified  at  a private  school  where  he  was  isolated. 
A number  of  sore  throats  having  been  observed  at  the  same  school 
a cause  was  found  on  careful  inspection  in  the  smells  arising  from  a 
midden  belonging  to  a farm  adjoining  the  boys’  playground.  The 
farm  and  surroundings  having  been  found  insanitary  the  buddings 
were  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  and  have  been  rebuilt. 


Enteric  Fever. 

No  case  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Measles. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-five  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  by 
the  doctors  attending,  and  46  by  the  parents.  The  disease  broke  out 
in  epidemic  form  in  the  middle  of  April  and  continued  till  the  end  of 

Iuly- 

Nine  of  the  private  schools  were  attacked. 

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  larger  number  of  the  scholars  of  the 
Elementary  schools  had  been  protected  by  previous  outbreak  the 
infant  schools  were  mostly  attacked.  The  St.  Barnabas’  Infant 
School  was  closed  for  nearly  two  weeks  with  good  results. 

Two  deaths  occurred  from  the  disease. 

The  notification  of  Measles  extending  to  each  individual  case 
has  not  had  its  value  in  controlling  the  epidemic,  as  measles  spread 
among  the  susceptible  contacts  more  rapidly  than  any  other  disease 
and  have  passed  on  from  one  child  to  others  before  the  case  has 
been  notified  and  separated.  As  it  did  not  appear  then  practicable  to 
confine  the  notification  to  the  first  case  only  the  Committee 
considered  that  the  results  obtained  did  not  justify  the  expense  of 
the  notification  which  has  accordingly  been  withdrawn.  Similar 
action  appears  to  have  been  taken  in  the  adjoining  districts. 


Erysipelas. 

Seven  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified  and  were  all  visited. 
In  one  case  the  patient,  an  old  man,  was  found  to  have  been  affected 
by  the  fumes  of  combustion  from  a heating  apparatus,  his  bedroom 
not  being  properly  shut  off  or  ventilated. 

In  the  other  cases  the  cause  was  probably  constitutional  rather 
than  local  as  no  sufficient  insanitary  conditions  were  found. 

One  death  occurred  from  the  disease. 


The  disinfection  of  rooms,  after  being  occupied  by  infectio 
cases,  is  undertaken  by  the  Council,  and  is  carried  out  by  means 
formalin  generated  in  a Ligner’s  apparatus,  which  has  given  eve

Small  Pox. 

An  agreement  has  been  entered  into  with  the  Hastings  Corpor- 
ation for  retaining  certain  beds  for  the  reception  and  maintenance, 
in  their  Small  Pox  Hospital  at  Brede,  of  any  cases  which  may 
occur  in  this  district. 


Isolation  Hospital. 

This  consists  of  : — Firstly,  a corrugated  iron  building,  with  two 
wards  of  5 beds  each  for  Scarlet  Fever  cases. 

Secondly,  another  building  of  the  same  style,  with  two  wards 
of  3 beds  each. 

Thirdly,  a group  of  3 Berthon  Huts,  one  being  used  as  the 
Matron’s  sitting  room  and  dining  room,  the  other  two  having  4 beds. 

There  is  a small  brick  building  connected  to  the  centre  hut  by 
a covered  way  which  contains  kitchen,  maid’s  bedroom,  and  larder. 
A small  lean-to  washhouse  is  attached. 

Lighting  is  by  paraffin  lamp,  and  there  are  earth  closets. 

The  town  water  is  laid  on  to  each  block.  The  trouble  which 
had  been  found  in  the  previous  year  due  to  settlement  in  the  pipes 
was  relieved  during  the  year  by  another  house  being  connected  with 
the  main,  the  Hospital  no  longer  being  at  the  dead  end  of  the 
supply. 

The  Hospital  buildings  being,  from  their  temporary  character, 
no  longer  weatherproof,  the  nursing  of  the  Scarlet  Fever  patients  has 
been  a source  of  very  great  anxiety  to  the  Staff.  During  the  gales 
of  January  the  water  entered  to  such  an  extent  as  to  make  one  of 
the  Scarlet  Fever  Wards  uninhabitable.  In  consequence  of  it  not 
being  possible  to  separate  acute  from  convalescent  cases  one  of  the 
latter  became  re-infected  by  an  acute  case  admitted  just  before  his 
discharge.  In  1913  the  Scarlet  Fever  Wards  were  lined  with 
“ Etermit  Asbestos  slabs,  and  the  outside  painted,  as  a temporary 
measure,  and  the  nurse’s  bedroom  was  turned  into  a bathroom, 

Accommodation  is  badly  required  to  provide  beds  for 
observation  purposes. 

Means  for  separation  of  acute  from  convalescent  cases. 

A proper  outbathing  and  discharge  station.  The  patients  are 
generally  at  present  bathed  before  the  kitchen  fire. 

A laundry,  with  proper  means  for  drying,  etc.,  to  replace  the 
present  lean-to  outhouse.  F 
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An  administration  block,  with  proper  accommodation  for  the 
staff,  who  cannot  reasonably  be  expected  to  sleep  in  rooms  which 
would  be  condemned  if  found  elsewhere. 

The  Council  have  under  consideration  the  erection  of  permanent 
buildings  for  Administration  Block,  Acute  Scarlet  Fever  Ward, 
Observation  Ward,  Diphtheria  and  Typhoid  Wards,  Laundry,  etc., 
which,  with  the  addition  of  the  present  temporary  buildings,  would 
give  the  accommodation  required. 

Five  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  in  the  Hospital  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year. 

During  the  year  twenty-one  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  admitted, 
five  of  Diphtheria  and  one  of  Measles,  admitted  specially  as  coming 
from  a private  Hotel. 

The  number  of  days  in  hospital  averaged  for  Scarlet  Fever 
cases  40  days  and  Diphtheria  23  days. 

The  Hospital  was  empty  for  14  days  on  one  occasion  giving 
opportunity  for  thorough  cleansing  and  disinfecting  of  wards, 
bedding,  etc.

Water  Supply. 

The  town  generally  is  supplied  by  the  Bexhill  Water  and 
Gas  Company,  whose  mains  extend  to  the  adjoining  suburbs  of 
Little  Common  and  C.ooden.  The  supply  is  constant  and  is 
obtained  from  springs  or  wells  at  Hazards  Green,  Sweet  Willow 
Wood,  and  Buckholt.  The  water  from  Hazards  Green,  after 
aerations  and  filtrations  on  the  spot,  is  pumped  into  the  high  level 
covered  reservoir  at  Ninfield.  The  water  derived  from  Sweet 
Willow  Wood  is  aerated  on  the  spot  and  thence  pumped  to  the 
Company’s  filter  beds  at  Wrest  wood.  The  Buckholt  water  is  also 
pumped  to  the  Wrestwood  filter  beds  for  treatment. 

The  different  sources  of  supply  are  drawn  from  the  sandstone 
beneath  the  upper  clay  and  removed  from  any  possible  chance  of 
contamination.  During  previous  years  it  had  been  found  that  the 
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entrance  of  surface  water  in  the  well  at  Buckholt  had,  in  times  of 
flood  and  storms,  shewn  evidence  of  its  presence  in  some  of  the 
Analyses  taken,  l'o  obviate  the  further  possibility  of  this  recuiring, 
the  sides  of  the  Buckholt  well  were  protected,  with  the  result  that 
all  the  analyses  taken  quarterly  during  the  year  proved  satisfactory, 
and  above  the  usual  standard  of  bacteriological  purity.  The  Buck- 
holt supply  was  specially  tested  on  the  completion  of  the  work. 

I am  informed  by  the  Company’s  Engineer  that  the  average 
daily  output  amounts  to  546,837  gallons. 

The  number  of  houses  in  Bexhill  supplied  by  the  Water 
Company  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  2905,  and  of  hotels,  shops, 
stables,  &c,,  igi. 

The  number  of  houses  to  which  the  Water  Company’s  water 
was  laid  on  during  the  year  was  72. 

The  Company  are  taking  steps  to  ensure  a more  constant 
pressure  and  improved  circulation.  For  this  purpose  a main  is 
being  laid  direct  to  Little  Common  from  the  Hazard’s  Green  supply. 

The  disturbance  of  the  oxide  of  iron  lining  the  pipes,  especially 
in  the  vicinity  of  dead  ends,  has  also  received  attention.  A few 
complaints  have  been  received  of  colouration  of  water  due  to  this 
cause,  some  of  which  appear  to  have  resulted  from  the  use  of 
hydrants,  the  water  being  suddenly  stopped  and  causing  regurgitation 
in  the  pipes. 

The  water,  as  pumped  from  the  wells,  contains  a certain  amount 
of  oxide  of  iron,  which  is  almost  entirely  got  rid  of  by  filtration,  the 
amount  remaining  in  the  general  circulation  averaging  about  0^03 
grain  per  gallon,  or  practically  nil.  In  some  of  the  dead  ends, 
however,  this  small  amount  has  collected,  and  somewhat  discoloured 
the  water  in  the  houses  adjoining,  there  being  no  excess  of  carbonic 
acid  beyond  the  quantity  just  sufficient  to  hold  in  solution  the  small 
quantities  of  carbonate  of  lime,  and  carbonate  of  magnesia  (4^2 
grains  and  2-i  grains  per  gallon,  respectively),  or  organic  matter  of 
an  acid  nature,  it  is  not  likely  that  the  iron  pipes  should  have 
themselves  been  attacked. 

1 he  hamlet  of  Norman’s  Bay,  which  used  to  be  known  as 
1 evensey  Sluice,  is  outside  of  the  area  of  the  Town  supply.  Most 
of  the  houses  have  rain  water  cisterns,  and  there  is  a supply  of  water 
drawn  from  the  river  Haven,  which  is  passed  through  a shingle  and 
sand  filter  into  a storage  tank  whence  the  inhabitants  can  obtain  it 
by  means  of  a pump  fixed  over  the  tank.  The  filter  beds  were 
overhauled  and  deepened  by  the  addition  of  fresh  sand,  and  the 
pump  seen  to  ; the  top  padlocked  down  to  prevent  dirty  water  being 

uset  to  start  it.  I he  water  has  remained  clean  and  satisfactory 
during  the  year.  J

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Milk. 

The  Sanitary  Committee  have  always  felt  that  with  the  large 
number  of  private  schools  and  juvenile  population  and  the  number 
of  visiting  patients  who  come  here  for  convalescence  the  importance 
of  securing  the  highest  possible  standard  of  purity  and  freedom 
from  tubercle. 

They  determined  to  continue  the  examination  already  started 
and  to  include  supplies  drawn  from  outside  as  well  as  inside  the 
Borough  boundaries. 

During  the  year  sixteen  samples  were  taken  from  the  vendors 
and  sent  up  for  examination  as  follows  : 

Each  sample  was  centrifugalised  and  an  estimate  of  the 
amount  of  sediment  was  made  : film  preparations  were  stained  for 
general  microscopical  examination,  and  the  residue  of  the  sediment 
thrown  down  from  the  sample  was  used  for  the  biological  test,  the 
results  of  which  were  ascertained  at  the  end  of  periods  of  time 
varying  from  six  to  ten  weeks.  The  tubercle  bacillus  cannot,  unless 
in  excess,  be  found  by  ordinary  microscopical  examination. 

The  report  stated  that  four  samples  contained  some  excess  of 
dirt,  and  the  vendors  were  warned  to  see  that  greater  cleanliness  was 
observed  in  milking  conditions  and  on  the  part  of  the  retailer.  In 
two  of  these  the  fault  appeared  to  come  from  the  cows  not  being  in 
a healthy  state.  One  sample  was  found  curdled  on  arrival  owing  to 
the  sample  not  being  fresh. 

In  one  sample  only  was  the  tubercle  bacillus  found.  With  the 
assistance  of  the  Veterinary  Surgeon  the  source,  an  apparently 
healthy  cow  was  found  with  some  udder  thickening,  and  a post- 
mortem examination  shewed  extensive  tubercular  infiltration.  The 
carcase  was  therefore  condemned.  From  this  case  it  will  be  under- 
stood that  reliance  on  the  elimination  of  “ wasters  ” from  a herd  is 
of  little  value,  aud  that  cows  in  the  early  stages  of  tuberculosis, 
■whose  appearance  gives  a false  security,  are  really  a greater  source 
of  danger.

Camps. 

1 lie  \\  or  king  Lads  Brigade  again  held  a Camp  at  Yeness  Gap 
which  was  inspected  in  July.  Arrangements  were  made  to  collect 
the  mine  in  pails  to  be  emptied  into  the  sewer  extension  and  not 
allowed  to  flow  over  into  the  ditch  as  before.  Each  boy  before 

joining  the  camp  had  to  bring  a certificate  of  freedom  from  infectious 
disease. 


T,  The  outbreak  of  War  brought  considerable  Military  activity, 
har  y in  August  the  Council  in  Committee  resolved  to  offer  all 
possible  facilities  for  the  enlistment  and  examination  of  recruits  and 
° of  the  department  were  utilised  for  that  purpose.  With 
m 'r‘l  1 e ^'stance  of  I)r.  oung  a great  number  of  men  were 
passed  for  various  branches  of  the  Army  arid  Territorial  Forces. 
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In  order  that  the  men  enlisted  in  East  Sussex  might  train  and 
afterwards  fight  together,  Lieut. -Col.  C.  Lowther,  M.P.,  raised 
rapidly  a Southdown  Battalion,  and  on  its  completion  a Second  and 
Third  Battalion,  forming  the  major  part  of  what  is  now  known  as 
the  1 2 1 st  Infantry  Brigade. 

To  house  this  Battalion  a camp  was  formed  at  Cooden,  and  the 
Sanitation  was  arranged  in  co-operation  with  the  officials  of  the 
Council.  Flush  water  closets  were  provided,  connected  with  the 
Council’s  sewer  and  also  urinals  and  washing  place.  The  tents  at 
first  provided  were  replaced  by  huts  erected  on  higher  ground 
and  fresh  latrines  built.  Both  the  latter  and  the  cook  house  have 
been  connected  with  the  Council’s  sewers.  The  Company’s  water 
has  been  laid  on. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  huts  and  latrines,  etc.,  were  built 
for  another  Battalion,  with  similar  sanitary  arrangements. 

The  major  portion  of  the  men  under  training  was  at  first  billeted 
in  houses  in  the  town,  the  billets  being  selected  by  the  Police.  Great 
care  was  taken  to  prevent  the  men  being  placed  in  houses  where 
tuberculosis  or  infectious  diseases  were  known  to  exist,  and  in 
consequence  the  health  of  the  troops  during  the  autumn  months  was 
good,  only  one  case  of  infectious  disease  having  been  notified. 

To  house  part  of  the  First  Battalion  while  changing  from  tents 
to  huts  the  Council  put  the  Downs  School  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Military.  After  the  First  Battalion  had  moved  to  the  huts  at  Cooden, 
the  Second  Battalion,  who  had  been  in  billets  took  over  the  schools  for 
two  Companies,  housing  the  remainder  in  the  R.F.A.(T.)  Drill  Hall, 
which  had  been  altered  and  extended,  and  the  Sackville  Hotel. 

Hospital  accommodation  was  provided  for  the  First  Battalion 
at  Cooden  by  the  help  of  Sussex  38th  Detachment  R.R.C.A.  The 
Tennis  Court  Pavilion  of  the  Cooden  Golf  Club  was  utilised  and  an 
extension  built  on.  The  Sanitary  arrangements  were  inspected  and 
passed  by  the  Borough  Authority.  Later  on  arrangements  were 
made  for  the  use  by  the  First  Battalion  of  beds  in  the  Metropolitan 
Convalescent  Home,  and  the  Hospital  has  since  provided  for  the 
requirements  of  the  Third  Battalion.  For  the  Second  Battalion  a 
house  was  taken  in  Cantelupe  Road,  the  Nursing  being  undertaken 
by  the  Sussex  24th  Detachment.  The  work  of  these  two  Detachments 
merits  the  fullest  possible  recognition. 

The  refuse  has  been  removed  at  frequent  intervals  by  a 
contractor,  and  all  inflammable  matters  have  been  treated  in  a 
incinerator. 

To  meet  the  needs  of  troops  quartered  in  the  Artillery  Drill 
Hall  flushed  closets  have  been  provided  connected  with  the  sewer, 
with  proper  intercepting  trap  and  ventilation. 

The  food  supply  of  the  camps  has  been  inspected  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  Inspector. 
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'I'he  Sanitary  Department  has  at  all  times  tried  to  work  in  loyal 
co-operation  with  the  Military  Authorities. 

A certain  though  small  percentage  of  the  recruits  on  arrival 
were  found  to  be  in  a dirty  or  verminous  condition.  A cleansing 
station  was  in  consequence  provided  at  the  rear  of  the  York  Drill 
Hall,  fitted  with  a bath  and  means  for  heating  water.  Such  of  the 
clothes  and  bedding  as  appeared  to  require  it  was  passed  through 
the  Council’s  Steam  Disinfector. 

House  Refuse. 

The  house  refuse  is  removed  by  the  Council  once  a week  in  the 
majority  of  cases,  but  from  the  large  hotels  and  boarding  houses  the 
removal  takes  place  twice  a week,  and  in  a few  cases  daily. 

The  Council  are  utilising  a piece  of  waste  land  on  the  western 
side  of  the  town,  which  they  are  raising  by  a mixture  of  refuse  and 
earth  to  deodorize  and  disinfect  it.  Each  load  is  treated  as  soon  as 
it  arrives  in  order  to  minimise  any  nuisance,  a larger  percentage  of 
earth  being  used  of  late  to  prevent  overheating. 

Sewerage- 

A sewer  was  laid  down  in  Barnhorn  Road  in  order  to  do  away 
with  the  cesspools  in  houses  adjoining  the  road.  The  work  was 
taken  in  hand  at  the  request  of  the  owners  and  occupiers. 

Pond  at  Sidley,  near  the  New  Inn,  which  in  the  past  has  been 
a recurring  nuisance  during  the  summer  months  owing  to  the  water 
getting  shallow,  has  been  filled  up  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Housing  of  the  Working  Classes. 

Most  of  the  houses  inhabited  by  the  working  classes  are  of 
modern  construction  and  let  at  a rental  which  is  in  excess  of 
per  annum.  They  are  structurally  in  a sound  condition. 

Housing,  Town  Planning,  etc.,  Act,  1909. 

In  previous  years  the  number  of  houses  held  to  come  within 
the  scope  of  Section  15  of  the  Housing  and  Town  Planning  Act, 
1909,  was  proved  to  be  too  great,  as  the  Rates  and  Taxes  had 
previously  been  deducted  from  the  rents.

Underground  Sleeping  Rooms. 


For  the  purpose  of  reporting  on  the  condition  of  underground 
sleeping  rooms  within  the  Borough,  46  visits  were  made  to  houses 
where  they  were  likely  to  be  found.  In  4 cases  rooms  or  cellars 
were  found  used  for  sleeping  purposes  which  do  not  comply  with 
Section  72  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  owing  to  the  level  of  the  floor 
being  about  6 feet  below  the  surface  of  the  street  or  ground  adjoining 
or  nearest  to  the  same ; and  from  the  want  of  an  open  area 
extending  along  the  entire  front  thereof.  Also  they  were  without 
sufficient  light  and  external  ventilation. 
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Drainage  and  Other  Work  carried  out  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector  during  the  Year  1914. 

Sewers  or  Combined  Drains. 

Three  lengths  of  combined  drainage,  coming  under  the  definition 
of  a sewer,  have  been  re-laid  during  the  year  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Sanitary  Certificates. 

During  the  year  the  drainage  system  and  sanitary  arrangements 
of  8 houses  were  examined  and  tested  by  request  for  sanitary 
certificates.  No  special  certificates  were  granted  as  the  conditions 
for  the  issue  of  same  were  not  complied  with.  In  eight  cases 
certificates  (not  special)  were  issued  in  consequence  of  certain 
sanitary  fittings  or  arrangements  not  strictly  complying  with  the 
regulations,  but  complying  with  the  Bye-laws.  Amount  in  fees 
received  2s. 

As  stated  in  my  last  year's  report,  I still  come  across  alterations 
being  made  to  drains  and  the  sanitary  arrangements  of  houses,  of 
which  there  has  been  no  notice  given  to  the  Council.  It  is 
important  that  the  Bye-law  as  to  giving  notice  should  be  enforced, 
as  unless  this  is  done  the  work  is  often  carried  out  in  an  unsatisfactory- 
manner,  as  has  been  found  on  various  occasions. 

Drainage  of  New  Buildings  under  the  Supervision  of 
the  Sanitary  Inspector.

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Slaughter  Houses 

Have  been  frequently  inspected,  in  several  cases  it  has  been 
found  necessary  to  serve  notices  to  cleanse,  limewash,  etc. 

The  Slaughter  house  No.  i has  been  the  source  of  considerable 
trouble,  as  it  was  kept  in  a most  insanitary  state  during  the  latter 
part  of  the  tenancy.  The  Council  decided  to  summons  the  occupier, 
but  owing  to  the  latter’s  illness  and  the  license  expiring,  the 
summons  was  not  proceeded  with.  Owing  to  the  land  on  this  estate 
being  gradually  covered  by  buildings  this  slaughter  house  has  been 
closed  and  its  place  has  been  taken  by  a new  slaughter  house  which 
has  been  erected  in  a suitable  position  in  Freezeland  Lane  away 
from  any  buildings.  The  plans  for  this  building  have  been  approved 
by  the  Council  so  as  to  meet  up  to  date  requirements.

The  sheds  and  milkshops  were  inspected  twice  in  the  year,  and 
extra  visits  paid  to  look  up  work  where  notices  were  served. 


The  general  conditions  may  be  described  as  good,  but  as  stated 
in  my  last  year’s  report  certain  conditions  calling  for  remedy  still 
exists,  such  as  : — 


Neglect  of  grooming  of  the  cows,  in  some  cases  was  noticeable 
during  the  winter  months. 

The  objectional  practice  of  pitchforking  manure  through  the 
windows  in  some  sheds  still  continues,  also  accumulations 
of  manure  are  kept  close  to  the  outside  walls  of  the 
buildings. 

During  the  summer  one  cowkeeper  removed  his  cows  to  a 
shed  at  another  farm  which  was  structurally  more  suitable 
as  regards  air  space,  light,  and  drainage. 

At  another  farm  the  shed  has  been  partly  repaved  and  drained 
and  put  in  order  so  as  to  comply  with  the  regulations.

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  12  persons  licenced  to  store 
and  sell  Petroleum  Spirit,  and  i to  store  and  sell  Carbide  of  Calcium. 

These  were  inspected  at  intervals  during  the  year  : Number  of 
inspections  made,  35. 

During  the  year  one  new  store  was  erected  and  licence  granted. 
In  one  case  a store,  owing  to  alterations  to  the  premises,  was  not 
satisfactory  and  in  consequence  a new  store  was  erected.

Meteorological  Matters. 

During  the  year  : — 

1095  Visits  have  been  made. 

1107  Reports  issued. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Daily  Weather  Report,  issued  by 
the  Meteorological  Office,  London,  has  been  posted  up  on  the 
Marina,  until  the  war  broke  out,  when  it  was  considered  advisable 
by  the  War  Council  to  place  a certain*restriction  upon  same.  The 
annual  inspection  by  a representative  of  the  Meteorological  Office 
was  carried  out  on  May  5th,  1913,  when  he  expressed  his  satisfaction 
upon  the  instruments,  the  appearance  of  the  station,  and  the  way  in 
which  the  duties  were  carried  out.  The  Inspector  recommended 
that  the  Stevenson's  Screen  should  be  repainted,  this  work  was 
carried  out. 

For  the  months  of  July  to  October,  inclusive,  the  records  shew 
a daily  mean  of  6'i  hours  of  sunshine.  These  records  for  this  period 
have  not  been  equalled  by  any  other  recording  station  on  the  S.E. 
coast.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, — 

I present  herewith  Annual  Report  as  required  by  the  Board 
of  Education. 


SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

There  are  now  7 Schools,  including  12  departments. 

Accommodation  (at  end  of  1914)  2,037. 

Average  number  on  Registers,  1,685. 

Average  Attendance,  1,453. 

Percentage  of  Attendance,  86, 

The  percentage  of  elementary  school  children  to  the  popula- 
tion was  1024. 

The  Education  Rate  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1914, 
was  slightly  over  gd.  in  the  jQ. 

During  the  year  further  accommodation  has  been  provided 
at  the  St.  Barnabas’  Girls’  and  Infants’  Schools.  Additional  rooms 
have  been  provided  for  classes  which  have  proved  to  be  well  suited 
for  their  purpose.  (Additional  accommodation  : Girls,  50;  Infants 
40  = 90. 

The  Managers  of  St.  Mark’s  School  have  taken  into  serious 
consideration  the  question  of  making  further  provision  for  the 
growing  district.  Plans  for  extension  have  been  passed. 

The  Managers  of  St.  Peter’s  Boys’  School  have,  in  con- 
sequence of  my  recommendation,  had  plans  prepared,  which  have 
been  passed,  to  relieve  a state  of  overcrowding  found  on  inspection. 
The  system  of  ventilation  also  requires  alteration. 

During  the  month  of  January  the  Sluice  School  had  to  be 
closed  in  consequence  of  chickenpox  for  nearly  two  weeks,  as  the 
exclusion  of  scholars  affected  and  susceptible  contacts  reduced  the 
percentage  of  attendances  to  a low  figure. 

The  epidemic  of  measles,  which  broke  out  in  April  and 
continued  till  the  end  of  July,  affected  mainly  the  scholars  attending 
the  Infants’  Schools.  St.  Barnabas’,  St.  Peter’s,  and  the  Down 
Infants’  Schools  were  chiefly  at.acked.  St.  Barnabas’  Infants’ 
School  was  closed  in  May  for  a fortnight,  after  which  it  was 
re-opened  and  shewed  an  increasing  f ercentage. 

Beyond  the  measles  epidemic,  there  was  little  illness  to 

report. 
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MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

During  the  year  1914,  the  regulations  were  altered  by  the 
directions  of  the  Medical  Inspector  of  the  Board  of  Education,  who 
directed  that  there  should  be  three  inspections  during  the  school- 
life  of  the  scholars;  at  the  age  of  five,  at  mid-term,  and  at  twelve 
years,  so  as  to  give  time  for  the  defects  round  to  be  rectified  before 
leaving. 

During  the  autumn  session  the  inspection  was  delayed, 
owing  to  the  Down  Council  Schools  being  given  up  for  the  use  of 
troops  in  training  and  delay  necessary  in  equipping  the  temporary 
premises  secured  at  Whindown,  West  Down  Road. 

The  total  number  of  children  inspected  was  525  ; made  up  of 
269  boys,  and  256  girls.  This  compares  with  a total  for  19x3  of  516. 

During  the  year  I have  attended  the  Dental  Clinic  on 
Saturday  mornings,  and  given  gas  in  99  administrations.  As  the 
Clinic  is  usually  held  at  the  Down  Council  Schools,  the  delay  in 
transference  to  Whindown  stopped  the  work  for  a time.  The  report 
of  the  Dental  Surgeon  will  be  found  appended. 

I have  to  thank  the  Head  Teachers  for  putting  all  possible 
facilities  at  my  disposal  and  clearing  a class  room  for  inspection, 
often  at  great  inconvenience. 

The  parents  have  been  present  in  266  cases,  or  50  per  cent. 
It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  number  varied  greatly  in  the  different 
schools,  and  such  fact  was  probably  due  to  the  different  kinds  of 
notice  sent  to  them  beforehand. 

I have  to  acknowledge  the  kind  assistance  of  the  Care 
Committee  and  their  Hon.  Secretary  and  Hon.  Treasurer  in  follow- 
ing up  and  securing  treatment  for  cases  brought  to  their  notice. 
The  report  of  their  valuable  work  appears  later.  It  is  a matter  of 
congratulation  that  Miss  Richardson,  who  has  in  the  past  so  well 
filled  the  post  of  Chairman,  re-joined  the  Committee  in  November 
and  took  up  again  her  former  position  in  the  Chair. 

During  the  later  part  of  the  year  the  War,  with  its  constant 
calls  for  work  elsewhere,  has,  to  some  extent,  unsettled  the 
programme  which  it  was  desired  to  carry  out.  Among  the  problems, 
the  solutions  of  which  have  been  delayed,  may  be  mentioned  the 
question  of  the  provision  of  Sanitoria  for  Tuberculosis  Children,  the 
Employment  of  Children  out  of  School  Hours,  and  the  Provision  of 
a School  Nurse,  which  will  be  brought  forward  again  as  soon  as 
possible. 

I he  establishment  of  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  at 
Hastings  has  not  proved  the  advantage  that  was  hoped,  in  con- 
sequence, probably,  of  the  distance.  On  the  other  hand,  the 
number  of  cases  of  I ubercular  tendency  found  diminished  from  26 
in  1913  to  17  in  1914.  It  is  hoped  that  the  care  of  the  Council  in 
examining  the  milk  supplies  for  Bovine  Tuberculosis  is  beginning 
to  show  some  effect  in  this  direction. 


The  Care  Committee  have  been  anxious  to  initiate  special 
classes  for  dull  and  backward  children,  but  owing  to  want  of 
accommodation  and  the  war,  any  action  has  had  to  be  delayed. 

Verminous  Heads. — Owing  to  the  constant  care  of  the 
teachers  and  their  action  in  the  past,  the  condition  of  heads  was 
somewhat  improved. 


DETAILS  OF  THE  EXAMINATION. 

Clothing  and  Footgear. — This  varies  with  the  circum- 
stances of  the  parents,  and  as  the  amount  of  unemployment  was 
low  the  returns  shewed  distinct  improvement  on  last  year.  95  per 
cent,  were  noted  as  good,  5 per  cent,  average,  and  1 per  cent.  bad. 
In  1913  the  figures  were  : 85  per  cent.,  14  per  cent.,  and  1 percent. 

Height  and  Weight. — Taking  the  ages  at  which  most  of 
the  inspection  was  done,  and  comparing  the  result  found  with  the

it  will  be  seen  that,  as  in  1913,  the  height  of  the  boys  was  over  the 
average,  but  weight  somewhat  below ; while  the  girls  in  both 
respects  were  above  the  averages  as  shewn  in  the  tables. 


Nutrition.— 84  per  cent,  were  good,  15  per  cent,  fair,  and 
1 per  cent,  below  normal.  This  compares  favourably  with  the 
figures  of  1913,  which  were  79  per  cent.,  19  per  cent,  and  2 per 
cent,  respectively. 

Cleanliness  of  Head  and  Body.— Head : 96  per  cent, 
were  found  clean,  over  4 per  cent,  somewhat  dirty,  and  two  cases 
dirty.  Body  : 97  per  cent,  were  found  to  be  clean,  and  3 per  cent, 
somewhat  dirty. 

Teeth  have  been  found  in  good  condition  in  87  per  cent, 
fairly  good  in  9 per  cent.,  and  bad  in  4 per  cent.  The  good  effect 
of  the  Dental  Clinic  has  been  shown  in  children  inspected  at  9 years 
of  age  who  had  passed  through  the  Dental  Clinic.  In  later  years 
the  results  should  be  still  more  satisfactory.  The  figures  for  1913 
were  : 72  per  cent.,  23  per  cent,  and  5 per  cent.  Arrangements  as 
before  were  made  for  the  attention  to  the  teeth  of  such  children  as, 
owing  to  age,  would  not  be  treated  by  the  School  Dentist,  by  two 
other  dentists,  at  a reduced  charge  to  the  parents. 
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Tonsils. — The  slightest  enlargements  were  carefully  noted, 
especially  in  the  younger  children,  and  the  parents’  attention  called 
to  the  fact.  Apart  from  the  fact  that  such  enlargement  is  often  of 
a Tubercular  character,  the  obstruction  thereby  created  disposes  to 
catarrh  and  often  lodges  behind  germs  of  infection.  They  were 
found  slightly  enlarged  in  98  cases  (18  per  cent.),  and  enlarged  in 
29  cases  (6  per  cent.),  in  most  of  which  cases  removal  was  advised. 

Adenoids,  often  accompanying  enlarged  tonsils,  were  found 
in  59  cases  (10  per  cent.),  and  removal  was  advised  where  signs  of 
obstructed  passage  were  found. 

Glands,  generally  submaxillary  and  secondary  to  throat  or 
teeth  conditions,  were  found  to  be  slightly  enlarged  in  82  cases 
(16  per  cent.),  and  enlarged  in  15  cases  (3  per  cent.). 

External  Eye  Disease  was  found  in  37  cases  (or  7 per 
cent.).  Such  generally  con-isted  of  strabismus  (10  cases),  con- 
junctivitis or  blepharitis  22  cases. 

Vision  was  found  to  be  below  normal  in  four  cases.  Signs 
of  eye  strain  were  carefully  looked  for,  but  with  many  of  the 
younger  children  it  was  found  that,  though  apparently  unable  to 
read  the  test  types  at  the  required  distance,  they  could  readily  read 
from  a book  at  a normal  distance.  These  results  compare  very 
favourably  with  previous  inspections.  No  glasses  were  required. 

Hearing'  was  below  normal  in  three  cases.  This  was  found 
generally  to  be  due  to  ottorrhcea  (4  cases).  In  36  cases  (7  per  cent.), 
some  defect,  chiefly  accumulation  of  wax,  was  found  (28  cases). 

Speech  was  good  ill  95  per  cent,  of  the  cases.  There  were 
2 who  stammered  and  26  whose  speech  was  not  distinct.  This  last 
condition  was  generally  due  to  high  palate. 

Mental  Condition. — 89  pet  cent,  were  found  to  be  bright, 
20  children  were  found  to  be  fair,  26  dull,  and  20  backward. 

Heart  and  Circulation. — Some  disturbance  of  circulation 
was  found  in  17  cases  (3  per  cent,).  In  four  cases  murmurs, 
probably  developmental  in  character  and  likely  to  disappear. 
Excitable,  rapid  action  and  palpitation  were  found  in  seven  cases, 
and  renal  heart  in  one.  In  three  cases  weak  action  was  observed. 
The  parents’  and  teachers’  attention  was  drawn  to  these  with  a view 
to  avoidance  of  overstrain. 

Lungs- — Some  departure  from  normal  was  found  in  28  cases 
(5  per  cent.)  In  20  cases  bronchial  catarrh  of  a persistent  character 
was  found  and  proper  care  advised.  Five  cases  of  frequent  croup 
were  found.  In  one  case  asthma,  and  in  another  febrile  catarrh 
were  discovered.  Harsh  breathing  at  the  apex  was  observed  in  one 
case.  In  some  of  these  cases  the  attention  of  the  Care  Committee 
was  called,  and  a special  allowance  of  milk  secured  for  a time  as  an 
aid  to  treatment. 
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Nervous  System — 67  cases  were  observed  (13  per  cent.). 
The  symptoms  were  mostly  of  a minor  character  and  consisted  of 
headaches  in  44  cases,  and  excitability  in  23  cases 

Tuberculosis. — A tubercular  tendency  was  found  in  17  cases 
(2  per  cent.),  in  some  of  which  it  may  have  come  from  inherited 
weakness.  Tubercular  glands  were  found  in  one  case.  Swollen 
stomach,  probably  from  tubercular  abdominal  trouble,  in  one  case, 
and  nocturnal  perspiration  in  twelve  cases. 

Rickets. — One  case  shewed  evidence  of  rickets. 

Deformities  were  only  found  in  eight  cases,  as  against  23 
cases  during  1914,  and  were  mostly  slight  in  character.  Among 
these  were  noted,  stiffness  of  hip,  slight  lateral  curvature,  pigeon 
breast,  scar,  and  wasting  of  left  trapezius  muscle. 

Other  Diseases  and  Defects  were  found  in  45  cases  (9 
per  cent.).  Amongst  these  may  be  noted,  anaemia  (7  cases),  colitis 
and  appendix  irritation  (2  cases),  inguinal  hernia  (2  cases),  liver 
trouble  (3  cases),  bladder  weakness  (4  cases),  Goitre  (2  cases), 
eczema  (3  cases),  tumour  on  arm  (1  case),  which  was  removed  in 
consequence  of  the  attention  drawn  to  it  when  it  was  found  to  be 
affecting  the  power  of  the  child’s  arm.  Frequent  epistascis  were 
found  in  two  cases.

Second  Report  of  the  Bexbill  Dental  Clinic, 

(1914). 


The  first  report  of  the  Clinic  was  for  a period  of  14  months. 

The  second  report  is  for  12  months  (1914),  and  considering 
the  fact  that  the  Clinic  was  closed  for  six  Saturday  mornings, 
during  the  school  term,  owing  to  the  Down  School  being  taken 
over  by  the  Military  Authorities,  at  the  commencement  of  the  War, 
the  figures  given  below  compare  very  favourably  with  those  of  the 
first  period  of  the  work. 

The  rather  large  number  of  broken  appointments  was  partly 
accounted  for  by  the  very  wet  weather  at  the  end  of  last  year.  In 
spite  of  this  fact,  the  average  of  attendances  per  morning  was  larger. 

The  average  of  attendances  per  morning  for  the  first  14 
months  was  8‘9. 

That  for  1914  was  io-i  per  morning. 

The  figures  contained  in  the  first  report  were  obtained  from 
work  done  on  50  Saturday  mornings.

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fioii.  Secmarp’s  Report  of  Care  iUork  for  1914. 


The  work  of  ,l  following-up  ” the  Medical  Inspection  in  the 
Elementary  Schools  has  now  been  established  six  years. 

The  detailed  summary  given  below  shows  satisfactory  results 
obtained  by  the  Committee’s  work  during  1914. 

Out  of  93  cases  visited,  only  18  remained  untreated,  where 
specific  treatment  was  recommended. 

The  Committee  have  been  obliged  to  put  on  one  side,  for  the 
duration  of  the  war.  work  they  were  anxious  to  investigate  and 
develop. 

This  work  included  the  questions  of  the  Employment  of 
School  Children  and  the  application  of  the  Mental  Deficiency  Act 
to  Local  Cases. 

After  enquiries  into  the  general  physical  condition  of  the 
poorer  children  in  the  schools,  and  in  view  of  the  present  lack  of 
industrial  distress,  it  was  not  considered  expedient  to  give  free 
breakfasts  or  milk  in  the  schools,  except  in  specific  cases  recom- 
mended by  the  School  Medical  Officer.  By  the  co-operation  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Charity  Organisation  Society,  much  useful  help 
was  given  to  the  Care  Committee.  Special  thanks  are  due  to  those 
Members  of  Committee  who  give  so  much  time  in  visiting,  both  for 
the  Care  Work  and  the  Dental  Clinic.
